1903. ho vloltod ft store nanagod by Carloa Drlngulor, a Cuban 
rofugoo and nvld opponent of Castro and the Kow OrloaM 
delegate of the Cuban student directorate. Oswald Indicated 
an Intorent In Joining the ntruggle against Castro- 

On August 9, 1063, Brlnguler saw Oswald P®®® . 

Fair Play for Cuba Coirastttoo leaflets. Brlnguler and Oswald 
got Into a dispute which resulted In tbolr nrroots for dis- 
turbing the peace. Oswald pleaded guilty to the charges 
against hi® and paid a 010 fine. 

On August 17, 19C3, Oswald appeared on a radio 
program In Kew Orloona representing hlraelf *oJ>e ® 
of the Fair Play for Cuba Commit tee. On August 21, 

Oswald engaged in s doboto on another radio proqrani at wbleb 
tlDe ha defended the Castro regime and discussed Harsism. 

During this period, Oswald wrote several lottora 
to V. T. Lee, the Katlonal Director of the Fair Play for ^ba 
Committee. Oswald Informed Loo In oxasgerated terms 07 bl« 
activities In Kew Orleans. Ho also wrote to tue 
Party In Kew York City and Infoncod CooKunlst Party ofilclalft 
of his activities. On September 23, 1933, Oswald left 
New Orleans by bus on route to Mexico City* 

During the course of our Investigation of Oswald's 
activities In New Orleans, we received no evidence that 
Oswald was in personal contact with prd*^astro Cubans nor 
any Indication that ho night bo Involved In an assassination 
plot with others to kill President Kennedy. 

In the "ffashlngton Pont" article, mentioned above,

did dlBcIoso that Blpuel Torres had a criminal record. Do 
was arrested February 1* 1959t on an armed robbery chnrsa 
and was eentcnced on October 2, 1909* for a period of ton 
years In the State Penitentiary. On February 2» 1961* he 
was tllscbarBOd from tbo houlslana State PoDltentlary. Bo 
was arrested again on September S* 1064* by tbo Kev Orleans 
X>ollce Department on burglary charges and was aonteneod to 
nine years in the Louisiana Stato Penltontlary. In September* 
1064* ho was also arrested by tbo Bureau of Narcotics for 
violation of the Federal Narcotics Law. Ho was sontencod 
on January 6* 19C3* to three years In a Fodoral Penitentiary 
with tho soutonce to begin after coaplctlon of tbo nlno-^ear 
eontenco In tbo Louisiana State Penltontlary* 

During tho couroo of our Investigation of the 
assassination* we dovolopod no information indlcatlns 
acquaintanceship or contact between Lee Harvey Oswald and 
Ulguel Torres. 

In tho ^TTashlngton Evening Star" article* mentioned 
above* it was reported that David Wllll&m Forrle* part-time 
private investigator and operator of a New Orleans flying 
sorvlce* stated tho Now Orleans District Attorney's office 
informed him It bad "posltlvoly uncovered a plot In New Orleans 
to assasolnnto Kennody." liamocUntcly following tho osoaeslnatlon 
of tho late President Kennedy* this thironu received an allegation 
that Loe Bai*voy Osv/ald nay have boon acquainted with David 
Kllllnm Forrle through a Civil Air Patrol group In New Orleans. 
Tho source of much allegation stated that Fcrrle was an 
amateur hypnotist and tho source felt that Fcrrlo nay have 
hypnotized Onwald and planted a post-hypnotic Buggcstlon that 
Oswald kill President Kennedy. Ve also received allegations 
that Forrle* a qualified pilot* was to fly Oswald from Dallas 
follorwlng bis assassination of President Konnedy. 

Wo conducted extensive inquiries concerning the 
allegations surrounding Fcrrle* including Interviews of Forrle. 

We developed no evidence that Ferrlo knew Oswald or that 
Forrle was involved in tbo assassination of President Kennedy* 

On February 19* 1967* our New Orleans Office advised 
that tbo New Orleans •’Tincs-Plcayune" newopaper for February 19* 
1907* carried an article which Indicated that Forrle stated 
tho Investigation of tho assassination carried on by District 
. Attorney Carrieon is a "big Jolto." Ferrlo reportedly told
